His 
response, though courteous, was equally 
emphatic. Ho eaid, "Nothing wiiat-

The Fresident and Blaine were seem-

General Miller, nil anxious to know the 
facts concerning Blaine'B resignation. 


The ]'resideut told the cabinet what 


happened and suggested in tbe interest 
of harmony and good taste that they 
molte no public comments on the situa- 
tion. 


During the afternoon tho President 


eeut word to the state department that 
he wanted lo see Assistant Secretary 
Wharton. The latter immediately went 
to the White House and the President 
advised him of Elaine's resignation and 
of hifl desire thnt Wharton act as secre- 
tary of state for the present. 


Blaine's resignation appears to have 


been determined upon suddenly, but for 
some time there have been various facts 
known to close observers in Washington 
which warrant the belief that his resig- 
nation, though undoubtedly precipitated 
by recent occureuces, had an origin a 
long time ago in caufiCB essentially per- 
sonal, rather than political. 


The causes may be brieflyonmmamert 


aa incompatibilities of temperament over 
pnblic (jueetionH, such aa the Chilean 
matter; invidious comparisons nnd com- 
ments on the part of injudicious friends 
concerning credits doe either for tho 
cmactment and execution of the reciproc- 
ity policy, and tbe general conduct of 
foreign affairs, including the manage- 
ment of tbe Bebring sea controversy, 
and a lack of cordial relations between 
tho respective families.

These causes undoubtedly e /ted a 


feeling of consternation batten the 
President and secretary months before 
Blaine wrote the letUr declaring that he 
was not a candidate.

' Tho people of the CongrejiaUonal 
church will celebrate tho 10th anulvoraa- 
ry of tbe Fresno church today. They 
havo received congratulatory letters from 
all their former paBtore.muong tliem being 
one from Rev. George Freeman, the 
founder ol the church. Part of it is re- 
produced here, as it brings out many of 
tho interesting features ol early Fresno 
life. About tbecondttion of affaire ten 
years ago 1m writes: 


"Coming here and looking around I 


found a not very prepossessing shanty 
town of flbout 2000 people just emerging 
from tbe wildnesa of the wilderness Bud 
the desolation of tbo desert. With the 
exception of two or three houeea on 
some of the larger vineyards there was 
not an attractive house in tbia vast 
county. In looking over this field the 
prospect was anything but bright, except 
tbat there was plenty of nard work need- 
ing to he done. Tbe people evidently 
needed a vaat amount of the gospel, but 
were not hungry for it. There waa little 
Sabbath keeping and less of church 
going. 
"A beginning with but nine members 


were made. The M. E. church (South) 
and the Episcopal churches was the 
only ones organized. There were then 
standing on the aite of the Farmera' 
bank a small two-story structure, which 
was used as a court house, school house 
and hall. This waa secured for a church 
and the first audience numbered eleven 
Eoule. But soon tbe audience overran our 
seating capacity and ire were obliged to 
borrow on each Saturday benches from n 
saloon, returning them Monday morn- 
inge, and carrying them both ways on 
my back. 
''Soon a larger place had to bo found, 


and I rented an unBuiBbed room over 
Bennett's undertaking rooms on Mari- 
poea street. Buying lumber, I made the 
pews and pulpit, doing tbe work largely 
myself. The few ladies united and se- 
cured a carpet for tbe rostrum and aialee, 
and fixtures for light. 
"goon ft became evident that we muet 


enlarge again. This was not unwelcome 
to most of ua, for a lawyer'a office in 
front of the building oent up auch clouds 
of tobacco smoke as to make some of 'ia 
pray for fresh air; while often, as our 
miuda wore dwelling upon tbe solemn 
fucte of eternity, tbo coffin trimmer's 
hammer beneath punctuated my re< 
marks. 


"Lota were purchased at tbe corner of 


1C and Inyo Btreete, and solicitation for 
lards began. 


People were poor, largely living on 


hope, and to many of UB weak hopes at 
that. Bat vre began, had put onr hand 
to the plow and dared net look hack; 
and soon money for the timber had been 
fathered and the foundation was in and 
the building timbers on the ground, 
when one day the ditch to the north ol 
ua broke and the next morning we were 
three feet under ground with our tim- 
bers floating in every direction. Alter 
two weeke dry land appeared aid we 
went on with our work, and" six months 
later this hillMti'K was dedicated, having 
cost $5000. It wna a if lad day with ua 
when with J)r 8 Pond, Harrows and 
Noble from San Francisco we dedicated 
tho first church to God. Very diUurent 
is it with tho churches of Fresno now, 
ypt I am sure tbat you take no more 
happiness now than we did then."
